EUROPEAN NEWS AND VIEWS 


The annual meeting of the Federation In- 
ternationale de l'Automobile...the FIA...eis 
now being held in Wiesbaden, Germany. The 
two hundred delegates representing some 50 
clubs may come to important decisions con- 
cerning the future of automobile racing. let's 
hope that they will endorse a policy which fa- 
vors a continuation of racing and enforced 
stricter safety measures, as everyone knows 
what started the demand to ban big car rac- 
ing altogether. 


The FIA is having trouble setting up the 
date for this year's Le Mans 2 hour Race. 
It had been moved up to August 4/5, a fairly 
late date, but now the Royal Swedish Automo- 
bile Club has pointed out that the Grand Prix 
(sports car) Race of Sweden was set for that 
date long ago. Probably Le Mans will have 
its Vingt-Quatre Heures a week later. 


The Nurburgring, Germany's classic race 
course with some 13 left and 138 right turns, 
has seen some road improvement to insure great- 
er safety for both spectator and driver. The 
German Automobile Club (AvD) can, therefore, 
happily announce that the Gross Preis von 
Deutchland, cancelled last year in the after- 
math of the Le Mans disaster, will again 
take place this year. The date has been 
set for July 29. 


Switzerland, on the other hand, has 
heard some fairly animated public discus- 
sion whether or not the Grand Prix Race 
should be held this year. The discussions 
culminated in a firm "no" of the Canton 
Council of Bern. The decision is general- 
ly interpreted as meaning the end of the 
well-known annual race in Bern for many 
years to come. As consolation prize the 
sports car enthusiasts in the Alps are 
planning a big mountain race up and down 
the Sustenpass. 


It looks as though the great crisis has 
descended upon automobile racing in general. 
We know the Italian Government is still ser- 
iously torsidering banning the Mille Miglia 
event next year. In spite of the precautions 
taken, tee., a maximum of 00 cars and small- 
est class 600 cc, the 1956 Mille Miglia took 
an unfortunate toll in human lives. 


Apparently some people in Europe be- 
lieve that Americans mst become more inter- 
ested in this sort of sport. As the AAA has 
withdrawn its "support", Europeans are won- 
dering if they shouldn't ask well-known Am- 
erican drivers to participate more in Europe- 
an racing..-ewith their cars or without... just 
any old ways "The idea is not new", writes 
one sports commentator, who points out that 
such attempts were made before World War II 
for similar reasons. 
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The Le Mans rules for 1956: 
limitations of cars admitted, maximum gaso- 
line consumption of 2 litres per 100/km, and 
new rules regarding the ccm per cylinder. 
Neither of the two co-drivers of a team may 
hold the wheel for more than 1) hours. 


Stricter 


The Class I racing cars, which are going 
into their first year without Mercedes, may 
see a close match between Ferrari and Maser- 
ati. Alfa Romeo is definitely not coming out 
with a car in this class. Bugatti, on the } 
other hand, is coming out with a very impress- 
ive looking 2.5 litre car called the "251." 

Two four cylinder motors have been coupled 

to an eight cylinder bloc, with a performance 
of 280 hp at 9000 rpm. The motor is placed 
across the car at the rear. Sounds a little 
as though Porsche Senior had dabbled in this. 
In fact, the car looks a little like his fam- 
ous pre-war Auto Union. 

Just one more word on the XXVI Monte 
Carlo Rallye. It was won by the Adams-Bigger- 
Johnstone Jaguar team, which beat a Mercedes 
team by a lel second difference at a brake 
trial. Porsche was not to be found among the 
first overall, but it placed first in its 
class and in the ladies' class. The same 
ladies (Mmes. Blancho and Alziary) won the 
team prize, so der Porsche did not do too 
badly. 

Stirling Moss will be Maserati's faith- 
ful servant only in Class I races. As Jag- 
uar had already contracted Mike Hawthorne for 
its Noe I in sports car racing, Moss refused 
to play second fiddle...the rumor mill has it. 

He has signed with Aston Martin together with 
Collins, Parnell, Salvadori & Cie. 
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East German sports cars, made by the old 
BMW factory in Eisenach but now called EMW, 
want to compete in the 1500 racing sports car 
class in various events in Europe this year. 
As the FIA has recognized the West German 
automobile clubs as representing the entire 
German interests in this sector, the EMW peo- 
ple have to contact their Western brethren 
for a green light. 


Ferrari has built a new 2.5 litre car 
which is to fit the exacting specifications 
of the new Le Mans ruling. The factory team / 
for 1956 is to be composed of Fangio, Castel- 
otti, Musso and Gendebien. Trintignant is to 
drive for Ferrari "from time to time" as he 
has been chosen as the Noe 1 driver of the 
new Bugatti. 


Maserati has brought out a new 1500 rac- 
ing car which has incorporated features from 
a number of other competitors. People "in 
the know" consider it the "hottest" car in 
that class (don't let those Spyders hear 
this sacrilegious talk!) Its four cylinders 
get up to 138 hp at 7600 rpm, and the car uses 
the Porsche syncromesh system. The brakes are 
derived from their Grand Prix car. Accelera- 
tion is said to be terrific above 5000 rpm. 
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Well, we are sure that they haven't 
loafed all Winter and Spring in Stuttgart- 
Zuffenhausen.e.-tho we've heard that the 
space frame idea proved disappointing. We 
all wish them the best of luck as we know 
that they face much tougher competition than 
they did last year. 
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PORSCHE DAY AT CUMBERLAND 


(Don Kinney-Md. is the tontributor of 
this article. Don did yeoman work at Cumber- 
land on behalf of PCA, passing out copies of 
Panorama, application blanks, manning a PCA 
"check point" at a well placed spot on the 
Hill, etc.) 


The second annual SCCA races were a tre- 
mendous success for all hands, including the 
61,000 spectators, but the boys driving the 
little cars from Stuttgart took home the 
hardwaree 


At 0900 the first winning Porsche cross- 
ed the finish line with E. M. Pupulidy at the 
helm of a black 1300 Super. 


After the second race, the Carrera made 
its debut with lake Underwood at the wheel. 
Underwood lapped all but the second place 
CS Coupe driven by Pete Thatcher. There is 
no doubt that Class F Production will continue 
to see the Porsches out in front. Underwood's 
Carrera was lapping at 1:30 which was the top 
time for the Lotus Mark IX in the previous race. 


The Class E and F modified race of 5 
minutes duration had a half a dozen type 550's 
to battle it out with a new 1.9 Ferrari, sev- 
eral OSCA's and one class F Maserati. Before 
the first lap was completed Jack McAfee had 
John Edgar's 550 in front of the new 1.9 Fer- 
rari driven by E. P. lunken. The finish found 
them in the same positions, followed by Jim 
Pauley in an OSCA MT. McAfee lapped 2) cars 
in this race, but couldn't quite lap the sec- 
ond place Ferrari. 


The 550 that McAfee drove so well was the 
Hermann car from Sebring and has a little ex- 
tra braking surface...plus plenty of GO. The 
engine had not been worked on since the 12 hours 
at Sebring and had run in two sprint races in 
California before the Cumberland win! 


The last race of the day was for the "big 
iron", including 3 Cunningham D-dags, 2 pri- 
vate D-Jags and assorted Ferraris and Masera- 
tis. The PORSCHE DID NOT WIN THIS RACE (tho 
you would have a hard time convincing most of 
the 61,000 spectators on that point! 


The "big iron" permitted the first five 
finishers of the under 1500cc modified race 
to run with them...and lived to regret this 
bit of generosity. McAfee started in 26th 
position-and after one 1-6 mile lap had pass- 


ed 19 of the big cars. He wasn't satisfied 
with this position and gradually nipped off 
B. Cunningham (D-Jag), then Sherwood John- 
son (D-Jag), then John Bennett (D-Jdag). 


John Fitch in his "D" was able to hold 
off the combination of Porsche-McAfee for a- 
bout 10 minutes. Finally, McAfee passed Fitch 
in the esses, but the D-Jag passed the Spyder 
in the straight. This continued for several 
laps until the superb braking power of the 
Porsche outclassed the cc of the D-Jag on 
this short course. 


With the little car running in 3rd place 


. the PCA members were all patting each other 


on the back, but McAfee was now in the pro- 
cess of passing Bill Lloyd's 3 litre Maser- 
ati and did so to finish second behind the 
D Jaguar driven by Walt Hansgen. 


The performance of the Spyder was so out- 
standing that the officials insisted that 
McAfee make a victory lap with Hansgen. 


So went the races at Cumberland. Now, 
how much can I get for my 1300 on a Carrera?

Greater New York Region First Meeting 
(A good crowd...despite weather) 
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PORSCHE CARBURETION

(Ernest Hewett, the author of this article, 
is an aeronautical engineering graduate of the 
University of Southern California. After his 
graduation he instructed in that subject at USC. 
Later he became associated with the Teach Air 
Institute in Washington, D. C. and has now 
started his own aeronautical concern in Vir- 
ginia). 

In order to be able to understand how car- 
buretors must be adjusted for various conditions 
it is first necessary to know some of the prin- 
ciples of carburetion. For the American mechan- 
ic working on American automobiles it is merely 
a matter of "fiddiing" with several adjusting 
screws until the engine runs smoothly at idling. 
However, in competition type carburetors, there 
are many adjustments which have nothing to do 
with the idling characteristics of the engine. 
There are four basic adjustments to the carbu- 
retor, only one of which is concerned with 
idling. 

If the mixture is to burn properly in the 
engine, the ratio of air to fuel must be kept 
within a certain range. The composition of the 
air-fuel mixture is described as the mixture 
ratio. For example, a mixture with a ratio of 
twelve to one is made of twelve pounds of air 
and one pound of fuele The ratio is that of 
weight, because the volume of air varies with 
temperature and pressure. The mixture may also 
be expressed as a decimal fraction; thus an air- 
fuel ratio of twelve to one may also be express- 
ed as 083. Fuel-air ratio dealt with in this 
article will be expressed in decimal form. Fuel 
weighs approximately six pounds per gallon. 


Air and gasoline mixtures as rich as .125 
and as lean as .062 will burn in an engine cyl- 
inder but the engine derives maximum power with 
a mixture ratio of approximately .080. The mix- 
ture which gives most efficient operation var- 
ies with engine speed and power output. Notice 
in the graph (Picture #1) that the mixture is 
rich at both idling and high speed/high power 
operation and lean in the middle range. At 
idling speed, some air or exhaust is drawn in- 
to the cylinder through the exhaust port dur- 
ing valve overlap. The mixture must be rich 
in this case to compensate for exhaust or ad- 
ditional air. At touring speeds, the leaner 
mixtures provide the most economical range and 
the most efficient operation. An engine run- 
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ning near full power requires a rich mix- 
ture to prevent overheating and detonation. 
Therefore, different mixtures are necessary 
for effective operation throughout the pow- 
er range of the automobile. In Solex car- 
buretors, we have adjustments for varying 
the fuel-air ratio in each of four operat- 
ing conditions. 


Let us first take a look at how the car- 
buretor is designed. The carburetor must 
first measure the flow of air through the 
induction system and use this measurement to 
regulate the amount of fuel discharged into 
the air stream. The air measuring device is 
called a venturi, which makes use of a basic 
law of physics: AS THE VELOCITY OF A GAS OR 
LIQUID INCREASES THROUGH A GIVEN CROSS-SEC- 
TIONAL AREA, THERE IS A PROPORTIONAL DECREASE 
IN PRESSURE. In the venturi, there is a con- 
vergent nozzle, a narrow portion called the 
throat and a divergent nozzle. As the air 
speeds up to get through the narrow portion 
its pressure drops. The pressure in the 
throat is lower than that in any other part 
of the venturie This pressure drop is pro- 
portional to the velocity and is therefore a 
measure of air flow. The basic principle of 
operation of the Solex carburetor depends on 
the differential pressure between the throat 
and the inlet of the carburetor. The throt- 
tle valve which controls the amount of air 
admitted to the engine is located between the 
venturi and the engine itself, thus when you 
open the throttle you admit more air to the 
engine and the carburetor automatically sup- 
plies enough fuel to maintain the proper fuel- 
air ratio. (Picture #2). 


In order to maintain the desired fuel-air 
ratio the fuel passes through metering devices 
called jets and is drawn into the carburetor 
venturi at a rate determined by the pressure 
drop at the throat. In the Solex 32 PBI and 
the 4O PBIC series carburetors there are four 
fuel jets and three air jets. In sequence 
from starting the engine to operating at full 
power output the fuel jets are as follows: 


1. The starter jet (not on Speedsters 
or 1600 engines) is used for fuel enrichment

There are other factors which will cause 
poor performance such as carburetor float set 
at improper level and improper fuel pressure. 


The correct fuel level in the float cham- 
ber, measured from the top of the machined sur- 
face of the chamber to the top of the fuel is:

For the )O PBIC 0.79" plus or minus 0.0)" 


A float needle valve which does not seat 
properly may cause the carburetor to flow over 
and flood the engine. Fuel pressure should be 
1.3 to 1.9 pounds per square inch. Air filters 
which are dirty and clogged will cause excess- 
ively rich mixtures. Induction leaks at the 
rubber connection in the balance tube or loose 
intake manifold nuts may cause lean mixtures, 
Clogged jets or dirt in the fuel may result 
in erratic operation. 


Carburetor adjustment data for various 
models is contained in the Porsche Service 
Manual, 1954. When checking the Manual bear 
in mind that these settings and specifica- 
tions are for standard conditions, sea level 
pressure 29.92" Mercury, 62 degrees F. tem- 
perature, and 0% relative humidity.
